"new deal". Reed voiced a hope that 
the senatorial campaign would be 
fought in issues. 


No Doubt On Stand. 


The senator left little doubt as to 


his stand on the vital questions of 
the day as he asserted his resistance 
to "futile and fantastic experiments" 
in government and to a course which 
"may well carry us over the brink 
of inflation to complete chaos" un- 
less isoon checked. 
"There is nothing new in the pres- 


ent experiments," he said. "There 
have been dragged out, dressed in 
modern garb and paraded before the 
people the skeletons of most of the 
fallacies and failures of governments 
in the past. Deluded by promises 
of magic cures for ancient ills, Am- 
erica is being fed poisons 
from 


which it will take decades to re- 
cover." 


He observed a "little band of men 


in Washington are seeking covertly 
to change our course as a nation to 
increase the central government and 
to substitute for individual initiative 
a government control of all agri- 
cultural production and 'of all busi- 
ness activity." 
"I am against that and I can never 


support policies which to me seem 
to lead us in that direction," the 
senator stated. 


Test of New Deal. 


Reed's opposition to the national 


administration made it obvious -that 
the Senatorial fight in the Keystone 
state will in reality be a test of the 
"new deal". Although a Republican, 
Governor Pinchot, a liberal, has re- 
peatedly endorsed President Roose- 
velt's policies. 


As yet he has not come forth with 


a campaign platform but is expect- 
ed to outline his views in a series 
of addresses beginning this week. 
It is taken for granted the governor 
will appeal direct to the masses, as- 
sailing big business and the money 
intenftts he had denounced so fre- 
quenlly in the past.

THE CAMPAIGN APPROACHES 


A 


S WE approach the national campaign of 1934 ii is becom- 


ing more and more evident that from the Republican stand- 


point'the prospect is much more-favorable so far as the con- 
gressional elections are concerned than is the case with the 
senatorial contests. 


The reason for this is easy to find. 
Congress was elected 


in the Roosevelt landslide of 1932, when the Democrats gamed 
dozens of normally'Republican districts. Some of these are sure 
to go back into the Republican fold this year. O.: the other hand, 
(he senators who come up this year were elected in the Hoover 
Republican landslide of 1928. 
In that year the Republicans 


captured many states which are normally doubtful, some with 
Democratic leanings, while the Democrats held on, principally, 11 
•to the states of the Solid South, which go Democratic in spite' 
of landslides. This means that in 1934 the holding Democratic 
senators come from states which are rather sure to go Demo- 
cratic, while the holding Republicans must contest in states many 
of which are usually doubtful, especially in off year elections. In 
fact the Democrats say they have hope of increasing their sen- 
ate majority. 


But the Republican leaders at Washington expect to make 


substantial gains in the House of Representatives. 
A glance 


the makeup of the present house shows that they have good

THE CAMPAIGN APPROACHES 


S WE approach the national campaign of 1934 it is becom- 


- 
• ing more and more evident that from the Republican stand- 


point the prospect is much more-favorable so far as the con- 
gressional elections are concerned than is the case with the 
senatorial contests. 


The reason for this is easy to find. Congress was elected 


in the Roosevelt landslide of 1932, when the Democrats gamed 
dozens of normally'Republican districts. Some of these are sure 
to go back into the Republican fold this year. On the other hand, 
the senators who come up this year were elected in the Hoover 
Republican landslide of 1928. In that year the Republicans 
captured many states which are normally doubtful, some with 
Democratic leanings, while the Democrats held on, principally, 
to the states of the Solid South, which go Democratic in spite 
of landslides. This means that in 193.4 the holding Democratic 
senators come from states which are rather sure to go Demo- 
cratic, while the holding Republicans must contest in states many 
of which are usually doubtful, especially in off year elections. In 
fact the Democrats say they have hope of increasing their sen- 
ate majority. 


But the Republican leaders at Washington expect to make 


substantial gains in the House of Representatives. 
A glance 


over the makeup of th6 present house shows that they have good 
grounds for this belief. 
In an interesting political survey in a re- 


cent issue of the Boston Transcript, Oliver McKee, Jr., points 
out, in showing the Republican chances for political gains, that 
""Indiana for example has a full Democratic delegation of 12; 
Illinois has but eight Republicans out of 27; Iowa but 3 out. of 
9; California, 9 Republicans out of 20; Colo-ado, 4 Democrats, 
•o Republicans; Idaho, 2 Democrats, no Republicans; Michi- 
gan, 7 Republicans out of 17; Missouri, 13 Democrats, fto Re- 
publicans; Nebraska, 5 Democrats, no Republicans; Ohio, 6 
Republicans out of 24; and Washington, 6 Democrats and no 
Republicans." 


This survey of the situation in normally Republican states 


shows why the leaders of the G. O. P. hope to make sizable 
gains in the next congress. 


It will not be a question entirely of how popular President 


Roosevelt may or may not be when election rolls around. Local 
issues usually play a considerable part in off-year elections and. 
will cut deep into the results this fall in the interest' of Republi- 
can success, no matter what national issues may come up. before 
the election. 


In the meantime there are indications that certain phases 


of the New Deal policies are meeting with increasing opposition.

The 
outlook Is that when the conference reassembles April 10 it will be just 
about where It was when it first met. 


France apparently is as determined a- ever td refuse to make any 


concessions except in return for guarantees of security which the others 
are unprepared to give. Germany seems more determined to rearm. The 
efforts put forth by Great Britain and Italy to break the Franco-Ger- 
man deadlock show no progress. 


Although friendly In tone, the note makes it clear that France holds 


lirmly to its previously stated position. France is represented ->s being 
willing to disarm gradually, provided she receives due guarantees of se- 
curity. Rearmament of Germany will not "he consented to- until a given 
period of strict automatic international control has ended. 


This is the situation, it seems, that will prevail when the confer- 


ence reassembles. In view of this, doubt. arises as to the wisdom ol 
resassembling the meeting. A long fruitless discussion such as has 
marked previous sessions could serve only to emphasize the impossibil- 
ity of an agreement being reached. 
The cause of peace would not be 


helped. It might even be injured by the maneuverings of individual na- 
tions to escape the blame for a breakdown.

keting agreement fixed the price for 
milk of the type the company uses 
at $1.16 per hundredweight, the New 
York state milk board at $1.26 while 
the Pennsylvania board fixed the 
price at $1.70. He added:
